A market-based rate seller must file a notice of cancellation when it wants to 
cancel the market-based rate tariff it has on file with the Commission.  As part of 
this filing, the market-based rate seller must file a tariff reflecting this cancellation.  
Also, the market-based rate seller must state the reasons for the proposed 
cancellation and a list of the affected purchasers to whom the notice has been 
mailed.
